Gentlemen, 

1  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  Port  of  ITewhaven  during  the  yeo.r 

1939. 

During  the  year  1939  the  health  of  the  crons  in^the 
ships  entering  the  Harbour  has  been  very  good.  Very  ig w 
ceases  of  illness,  and  none  of  infectious  disease  have  been 
brought  to  my  notice  during  the  year.  The  permanent 
arrangements  for  the  protection  of  the  Port  against  the 
introduction  of  infectious  Disease  remain  the  same  Ua 
described  in  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1933. 

The  only  foreign  Port  with  which  H ewhav en  has  any 
c ons i dcrab le  traffic  is  Dieppe,  and  the  chief  risx  of  the 
importation  of  infectious  disease  is  from  Aliens  arriving 
in  this  Country  from  Europe.  The  ships  entering  the  Port 
have  been  periodically  inspected  during  the  year  1939. 

Sixty  one  inspections  have  been  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  myself.  Pour  minor  defects  were  discovered 
and  all  remedied.  The  only  place  for  the  cleansing  and 
.disinfection  of  verminous  persons  and  choir  clothing  is  one 
Isolation  Hospital  which  is  situated  about  l-g-  miles  i  ram 
the  Port.  Such  cases  are,  however,  of  very  rare  occurrence 
and  there  were  none  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  year  193^  =.
